Madrid correspondent relating to the rec- 
inciliation of the two rival branches of 
the Bourbons of Spain lias created! con- 
iderable excitement, and the Finwo fias 
undertaken the task of settling the Ques- 
tion by means of a (personal inteirciew 
with Don Carlos himselt. In spite <bf all 
:hat has been said on the subject, ,Don 
Carlos spoke as follows : 


"I declare that I have not renounced 


my right to the throne of Spain. It is 
my duty to protect my rights and those 
of my dynasty, as "well as the priHci- 
ples inscribed on my banner, waich 
s that of Spain. I may add farther, 
hat even setting the question of heiedi- 
:ary claim aside it is impossible for me 
:o make the slightest concession on this 
ground 
I am convinced that my cousin 


Alfonso eannot reign long. The pop ilar 
masses in Spain ure either Carlists or 
Eepublicans. Alfonso, who dates from a 
pronunciamento only, gamed the throne 
and is kept on it by means of a staff yith 
which he must sooner or later disappear. 
My ideas about my rights are very'abso- 
.ute, but they are also those of my cousin, 
the Count de Chambord, who has of;en 
declared that he recognizes me as :he 
only lawful king of Spain. 
No one ie- 


jires a reconciliation more than I do, Irat 
if this is ever to be accomplished, it mast 
je on the basis of the semi Saltic law es- 
ablished by Philip V. in- concert with 
he general Cortes. I am not a conspira- 
tor,"' declared Don Carlos at the conclu- 
sion of the interview.

A Viennese lady who lived for some 


time with the Archduchess Christine, con- 
tributes the following description ot her 
in a Vienna jonrnal: 


The devotion of the Archduchess to the 


Roman faith cannot be questioned, as she 
belongs to| the house of Hapsburg, and is 
closely cioiinected with the Italian Bour- 
bons. Sh^ was born en July 21, 1858, 
and is only eight months younger than 
King Alfonso. The young Archduchess, 
when 19! years of age, shed many tears 
when she was informed that the Emperor 
had selected her to be the Abbess* of the 
Ladies' Convent at Prague. It took a 
long time to convince and persuade 
her, that she had not to take the veil 
and go into the cloister, but that this 
was simply a place of high honor 
and income, and that she could at any 
moment exchange it for the bridal veil. 


An interesting account of the death of 


the Due! cTEnghien, the Prince whom 
Napoleon selected as his victim, in 1804, 
and had him s hot as a traitor after a 
mock trial, in order to deter the Royal- 
ists from further attempts upon Napo- 
leon's life, is given in the memoirs of 
Mme. de Remusat, which have just been 
published in the Revue des Deux Mondes. 
On the evening before it occurred Mme. 
de Remusat remarked that Mme. Bona- 
parte was unusually sad, and as they 
were driving together to Malmaison she 
learned that the reason was that Bona- 
parte had seut M. de Coulaincourt to the 
frontier to arrest the Due d'Eughien. 
The wife of fhe First Consul had pleaded 
with Napoleon that the Duke's life should 
be spared^but in vain. "Women," he said, 
"must not interfere in such matters. My 
policy requires a coup d'etat. This will 
enable me to act more mildly in futuie, 
while if I|show mercy in the present case 
' shall be exposed to a whole series of 
conspiracies. The Royalists would have 
:ompromised me, and I must therefore 
let myself right with the Jacobins. Be- 
sides the Due d'Eughien is implicated 
n°the conspiracy of Georges Canondel: 
le disturbs France, serves the English, 
and influences the army by his military 
qualities, while after his death the troops 
would give up entirely the Bourbon cause, 
ji politics a death which gives peace to 
the country is not a crime/' • 


On the following day Mme. Bonaparte 


:old Mme. de Remnset that the auke 
would arrive at Paris that evening, and 
would be shot at Vincennes. She added 
hat Murai was constantly exciting the 
First Consul against the Duke, and sug- 
gesting to jhim that the Jacobins were fu- 
ious at the moderation shown by the 
Government. At dinner Bonaparte remark- 
ed that Muie.de Remusat looked very pale 
and asked her why she did not put on 
•ouge. '"There are two things," he said, 
Lwhich arebecoming to women—rouge 
ind tears." He seemed in very <<good 
pirits, and joked with his wife "with 
more freedom than propriety."

norning M. Savary came to teil Mme. 
Sonaparte that all was over. The Duke 
>ehaved with great courage, refusing to 
have his eyes bandaged, and only beg- 
;ing the soldiers not to miss him. Sever- 
al (jenerals approved of the execution, 
and the leader of the Jacobins said ot 
Napoleon, ''Now he belongs to us." 


Bonaparte afterward asked his wife 


whether Mme. de^Remusat was much im- 
pressed with the news, to which Jose- 
phine answered, that she burst into tears 
on hearing it. "That is natural," he 
said, "she d|id what a woman ought to 
do; but all will soon be quiet again, and 
people will admit that I did not do a 
foolish thin£." " General Hullin, took the 
principal part in the arrest and execu- 
tion, was richly rewarded by Napoleon,, 
who, however, always disliked him after- 
ward, saying: "His presence disturbs me: 
[ do not like the recollections he awakens 
in me." 


On the day after the execution Na- 


poleon was silent during dinner: but 
when it was over he said, as if answering 
himself: "At any rate they now know 
what I am capable of, and it is to be 
hoped they Will leave me alone.". After 
dinner be spoke with M. de Fontanes 
about various French Kings. Henry iV., 
le said, was not a great man, for he 
wanted dignity.
